Ever since that fateful day after the release of the 
"Robotech Movie", Robotech and ge Ae dealing with it started 
to go downhill. The products out on the series, such as toys, 
didn’t help much. The toys were poor, in my opinion, in every 
way; but that is a job for Mecha-nan. a 

Harmony Gold made a lot of mistakes dealing with Robotech. 
Harmony Gold first signed up Comico to do the comic book 
adaptation of the series. The comic books, then, were hot. 
Robotech fans grabbed the comics - not because the art in then 
was anything good - but because the comic was simply Robotech. 
Now that Robotech’s ig is slowly dying down, people 
aren’t even looking at the Comico comic books. 

Harmony Gold also gig up Matchbox to make Robotech toys. 
The toys were anything Gut great. The mecha did not look like 
themselves. There were mistakes in designs ‘(VF-iJ’s head on 
Rick’s stubby VF-1S Super Fighter). Matchbox also created their 
own set of action figures. None of the action figures look 
anything like the characters in the series. The art on the boxes 
of the toys weren’t too hot either. Like the comic books, nobody

wanted any Robotech toys after Robotech’s declining popularity. 
The dinky commercials on TV didn’t help much either. "Robotech 
to the rescue.® “Evil Breetai has friend, Lisa."

Now for the movie. As mentioned in earlier issues, there 
were really no commercials to publicize to movie. There wars 
however, an interview with |} Macek on Channel 1 
(KTVT-Dallas/Ft. Worth) at 6:00 AM. However, no one wakes up 
early in the summer. The movie didn’t go off too well either. 
Like most animated movies, there was poor attendance. That, 
however didn’t hinder fans from enjoying the movie. — The 
animation was great. The bacon music was great. Now there 
was something that Harmony Gold could really make money off of, 
but NO! 

Harmony Gold could have made a lot of money selling a BGM 
album from the series and movie, not to mention a release of the 
movie on video cassette. It has been almost a year since the 
release of the movie and two years since the series aired, so 
where are the profitable products? They are no where to be seen 
and probably never will be. When will Harmony Gold learn? 
Transtormers: the Movie was released around the same time and 
now, there is a Transformers soundtrack and the movie has also 
been released on video. 

Harmony Gold still needs to make up for the money used on 
Robotech. There is news that Harmony Gold has planned on 
further releases of other Japanime shows. If Harmony Gold wants 
to makea profit with the new shows, I hope they don’t make the 
same mistakes as they did with Robotech. For once, | wouid like 
to see American production companies market products for their 
shows like Japanese companies. - Laly Thao

One of the most pepehar series of movies with the American 
anime audience is the Megazone 23 saga. To the new comer 

raduating from Robotech, Megazone is one of the first Sue 

ew Panime members seen to always request copies of both parts | 
and I] (right after Macross). Everyone notes the stark contrast 
between the two movies in the animation styles and general feel. 
Hardcore Mikimoto fans have a hard time adjusting to the 
"realistic” look of the second filn. 

_ The biggest problem that I have encountered with the second 
film is comprehension of the plot. I’ve not been able to find a 
detailed synopsis of Megazone 23 part JI, maybe this is true 
because the video did not become available to the home video 
anime consumer after Baycon “86. Poor oo did his best to 
analyze it for AggieCon 18 in our synopsis guide, but due to the 
slightly hurried pace of putting the guide together along with 
Jorge’s.innate ability for procrastination.doomed the project. 
In other words, he didn’t have the time to torture any of our 
‘Research Team’ (four small starving Japanese kids that we keep 
tied up for translation work - yes, it’s a joke, now). | 

Ever since the publication of the Animation Guide for 
AggieCon 18, a splendid 42 page, illustrated guide - still 
available from us for $3.00 - people have been writing in with 
their own ideas about the movie. The main controversy centers 
around the ending of the film when Shogo enters EVE’s chanber. 
Jorge states that A.D\A.M. is B.D.’s battle computer, while one 
of our subscribers, Hayes Alan Tubbs, believes that EVE activated 
A.D.A.M. and that A.D.A.M. is the Megazone’s automatic landing 
program because 8.0. acts surprised when the program is 
activated. Jorge experienced confusion about the Megazone 
blowing up then reappearing, while Hayes believes that all but 
the escape pod is destroyed (this may be a gross 
misinterpretation on my part of his ideas).

egazone 23 part I] in English with Japanese subtitles. A fien 
of mine, who wants to remain anonymous, has one of the first 
copies of the video and relays the following info: 

The video starts with an intro to the Megazone world and a 
background narrative in English dubbed over the footage animated 
for the Robotech movie. This is the ending footage for the

On the bridge, Sarah Mass has a flashback to her 
encounter with her brother, Shah Aznabul.

; Zion missiles are converging on WB and Amuro and Hayato 
are called out to deal with them. The guards released Sarah 
and they oo hunted for Gozun, who is in the radio room 
reporting fo Ramba Ral. Sarah finds him and they struggle 
briefly, but he escapes again. He locks himself in an 
equipment airlock and puts on a jetpack to escape. Sarah and 
a ub mechanic named Onul blow the door and is blasted to 
bits. Amuro, in Gundam, covers the Guncannon as it returns 
to WB. 

Amuro dozes off while planing with a computer in the 
hanger, and overhears Bright and Mirai talking about hin. 
Bright is upset over Amuro’s lack of discipline and wants to 
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remove him from Gundam. Amuro is so upset that he runs off 
to his quarters, changes into civilian clothes, and steals 
the Gundam. muro buries the Gundam in the stand of Soviet 
central Asia and hikes into the nearby town of Sodon, 
ate for food and water at a small local joint. 
Meanwhile, WB lands and Frau goes out ina jeep to find 
fnuro. While Anuro is drinking, a truck convoy stops outside 
and a group of Zion officers enter, including Ramba and Hamon 
Ral. uro sees his chance to sabotage the Zions and prove 
his worth to WB, and walks up to Ramba and starts to get 
palsy with hin. fnure has just about blutfed them until Frau 
is captured and hauled in, and he makes the near-fatal 
mistake of ge her name out. Ramba opens Anuro’s cloak, 
revealing the pistol he was going to use on Ramba, and tells 
Amuro and Frau to shove off. Amuro and Frau drove off, with 
Amuro angry at Frau for messing yl plan, and they are 
followed by a Zion on a motorcycle. They split up, with Frau 
driving toward WB and Anuro hiking toward the Gundam, and the 
Zion follows Frau and reports WB’s location to Ramba. Ramba 
oe out to the trucks, takes out his Gout and two Zacks and 
akes off to attack WB Amuro, moping in the sand, sees the 
mobile suits headed for WB and digs up the Gundan. | 

WB attempts takeoff under a missiles barrage and Guntank 
and Guncannon are called out to defend against the Zion 
mobile suits. Guntank quickly loses a tread to a Zack and 
Hayato blasts off in the head section of the Guntank. Ryuu 
then blasts. off in the torso, whichchanges into 2-core 
fighter. Kai takes off after Ranba as Ramba starts hacking 
WB with his whip. Mirai gets the idea to turn WB upside 
down, which throws Ramba off. Ryuu finds Amuro flies in and 
tells him he’s needed desperately at WB. Ramba charges Kai, 
trips him, blows one cannon off the Guncannon, and shocks him 
with the whip. Just then, Amuro flies in and shoots the whip 
in two, and Ramba and Anuro begin to fight it out with bean 
sabers. They slash each other open, each able to see the 
other in his cockpit. Ramba charges Amuro and Anuro stabs 
Ramba’s power ‘pee Ramba throws a cable to Gundan, igh 
free of his exp rk Rane and escapes. Amuro returns to WB 
and is thrown in the brig for deserting and stealing Gundan. 

Ral plans another attack on WB and sends a Zack and sone 
tanks out as a diversion to draw out the Gundam, piloted by 
Sarah now that Amuro is in the brig. Ramba and his men 
launch a quasi-guerilla attack on WB in jetpacks. Frau 
releases Amuro and everyone grabs guns to defend against the 
invasion. The Zions blast their way inside and the firefight 
continues in WB’s corridors. Bright finds Amuro and sends 
him out to take Sarah’s place in the Gundam. Back aboard 
ship, Sarah runs into Ramba, an old friend of the Dykens, who 
immediately recognized her as Arcadia Dyken, lost oaieent of 
Zion’s founder. Just then Ryuu arrives and fires at Ranba 
pire: him, and Ramba wounds Ryuu as he runs off. Ral 
finds the com room and radios back to Hamon, but the Gundan 
blasts the room open from the outside just as Bright and 
Sarah break into the com room. Realizing he is yn vag 
Ranba ow the pin on a grenade and jumps out the hole in 
the wall, exploding just before Amuro could catch him. Amuro 
fires at Hamon’s transport and destroys it, but Hamon flees 
in an escape pod. 

The federation forces have reached Zion HQ’s outer 
defense perimeter, and the battle of Odessa is joined, WB 
stops to take on ed A from Ajane’s transport, and also 
picks up a new fightercraft, the CORE BOOSTER. the Zions,

the first three units into a squadron called the BLACK I] 
CONSTELLATION. 

WB goes on alert and Anuro, Kai, and Hayato go out in 
Gundam, Guncannon, and Guntank, respectively. They encounter 
the Black II] in a forest, but the Doms prove much more agile 
than the previous Zion mobile suits, and one Dom shoots dasn 
an enemy transport. Even Amuro is unable to shoot the Dons, 
but Kai and Hayato are in real trouble. Ajane returns in her 
transport to help. As two Doms attack Amuro. Anuro inpales 
the first Dom on his spear, but the second attacks Ajane and 
smashes in the cockpit ot her transport, which crashes. 
Amuro, enraged, slices the second Dom in half. As Kai and 
Hayato advance again, Sarah launches in the Core Booster and 
joing the fray. Hamon charges Amuro with her Kago-class 
carrier, rams him and escapes in a small plane, intending to 
let the momentum of the carrier crush Gundam against WB. She 
attacks Gundam from behind, blasting his shield, and it 
appears to be all over, except that the wounded Ryuu has 
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taken a core fighter and comes in and rams Hanon, Killing 
them both. The crew pays tribute to Matilda and Ryuu, then 
sets its course for Belfast, Ireland. 

‘In an old, run-down Irish home, MIHARU RATOKIE is 
washing dishes when she hears WB flying overhead. She rushes 
outside to take a look, takes a few pictures as WB lands in 
Belfast, then types in a message at a machine. The meg 
is received by a Zion YUKON-class submarine, commanded by 
none other than Shah Aznabul, bach on active duty, hunting 

The WB crew is addressed by Federation General LEBIR; he 
lectures them about newtypes and announces that the WB crew 
will be tested to determine the extent of their newtype 
powers. In the middle of this, Kai gets bored and ducks out. 
changing into civilian clothes and leaving. On the streets 
he runs into Miharu, who he had met earlier, and goes home 
with her for dinner. He discovers Miharu is aria care of 
her little brother and sister, Jil and Miri, all by herself. 
Afterwards, Miharu leaves the room and Kai gets suspicious 
when he finds a gun in her basket. 

The Zions begin an amphibious attack on WB Kicked off by 
an SLBM launch ¢rom YUKON. federation ABM’s Knock them down, 
and WB goes on alert. Back offshore, Shah’s second, FLANAGAN 
BOONE launches Miharu’s contact, CONALLY, in a smal] boat. 


The Zions launch their new amphibious mobile suits, the 


MSM-03 GOGG and the MSM-10 2’GOK, and Sarah takes off in the 
Core Booster. Miharu rides off to meet Conally, who gives 
her a bag of money as her ares an imitation Federation 
uniform, and orders to sneak aboard WB to find the location 
of the secret Federation factory where a mass-production 
version of the Gundam, the RGM-79 GM, is being manufactured. 
Miharu goes home to say goodbye to her siblings, only to find 
that Kai has left. 

WB is now under attack and Hayato is ordered out in 
Guncannon, Kai watches all of this, and remembers all] the 
times Bright would punch him, remembers the time Sarah 
She Le im, called him a weakling and challenged his 
manhood, and decides to prove himself. He commandeers a bike 
and returns to WB, taking off in Guntank just in time to save 
Hayato’s life from the 2’Gok suit that’s been punmeling hin 
since the attack began. The 2’Gok then rams the Guntank, but 
then Amuro arrives in Gundam and the 2’Gok flees. The Core 
Booster sinks the YUKON, and Amuro and Kai blast the 2’Gok. 

Miharu has sneaked aboard in her uniform and enters 
Bright’s quarters and begins snooping in his desk. Just then 
Kai comes in looking for Bright and she hides under his desk, 
Her uniform rips, and Kai starts looking himself over 
eng bn HIS uniform had Eppes While checking out his 
pants fe sees her under the desk and is surprised to see her, 
ce tage in an Earth uniform, but she fast-talks her way 
out of it and he takes her back to his room. She overhears 
Kai tell Amuro something about Jablow, the location of the 
Federation factory. SS - 8: 

Flying over Cape Verde, WB picks up a civilian cargo 


plane in need of emergency refueling. The pilot of the plane — 


is actually Flanagan, who cons his way into a restroom to 
call Miharu on his wrist radio. Miharu reveals Jablow as the 
location of the Federation base. Kai walks in on Miharu, 
figures the whole thing out, and goes chasing after Flanagan 
-as his plane takes off. Flanagan ig back to Shah in his 
amphibious base MAD ANGLER, and Shah speculates on the 
Eep lean of Knocking out Jablow with an air strike from 
alifornia combined with his amphibious assault. . 
Flanagan launches in the MAN-07 GRABLO mobile armor with 
two 2’Goks in tow while Shah launches missiles at WB. Aboard 
WB Miharu sees the three kids struggling and feels guilty 
about pi sold WB out. Kai is still eid with her and she 
pleads for his forgiveness, saying she only spied for Zion to 
feed her fanily. 
Hayato launches in a core fighter to assist Sarah in the 
core booster, but Flanagan manages to wing the core booster 
and WB is hit by a missile. Kai and a repentant Miharu take 
off in the VTOL plane GAMPERI to help. The missile launcher 
jams, and Miharu goes down to the missile bay to launch them 
manually. She succeeds but, in a manner Stanley Kubrick would 
have approved, she is blown out of the plane and Killed. The 
missiles destroy the Grablo and Flanagan; Kai is unaware of 
Miharu’s death until he returns to WB. 
WB arrives at the coast of South America, observed by 
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‘has found a whole warehouse ful 


the Mad Angler. A Beer 6 bay door in the ground opens and WB 
descends into the Jablow complex. Upon discovering the 
entrance, Shah calls back to California for the strike to 
begin. Amuro meets Matilda Ajane’s fiance, CAPTAIN UDDI of 
the dyke Aray, who tells Amuro not to blane himsel¢ for 
her death. 

The Zions send several Goggs and MSM-04 ACGUYs up the 
Amazon and they knock out the saall South Block outpost of 
Jablow. The rest of the Shah’s forces, led by Shah himself in 
his custom red 2’Gok, emerge from the jungle. . 

The WB crew, meanwhile, is getting promoted: Bright to 
full lieutenant, Sarah to Lieutenant Jr. Grade, and Mirai, 
fnuro. and Kai are commissioned as Ensigns. Ryuu receives 
some third-class posthumous honor, which upsets Amuro and 
causes him to go on about Ryuu’s heroism to the point that he 
gets slapped again. 

Bright and Mirai go to a sfpateay meeting where they are 
informed that Earth has decided to take the war against Zion 
into space, and they are ordered to take WB out to Luna Tuo, 
then to Solomon. Bright and Mirai return to WB and meet Lt. 
j.g. SLEGGA ROU, Ryuu’s replacement in the Mobile Suit Corps. — 
The boorish Slegga immediately starts making moves on both 
Mirai and Sarah. 

Katz, Letz, and Kikka, meanwhile, have escaped their new 
guardian and go exploring in the endl 
walking right over a pair of aoa from Shah’s group, whic 

of GM suits ready to deploy 
against Zion. (Side note: Shah’s men now address him as 
Colonel, implying that not only did he escape the 
investigation unscathed but he also received a promotion in 
the process.) They enter the warehouse and begin.setting time 
bombs throughout the place, only to stumble onto the three 
Kiddies, which they tie up and leave in the warehouse to die 
when the bombs go off, The Kids manage to gnaw (!) and wiggle 
their way loose, and collect the bombs into a jeep. — 

Qutside, a huge Zion Air Force fleets is approachin 
Jablow and Amuro, Kai and Hayato take off in a jeep to fin 
the three missing kids. They find them clumsily trying to 
control the jeep full of 38, and Amuro jumps into the 
Jeep throws the Kid over to Kai, and drives the jeep over a 
clit ye a9 out onto the road. 

The Zion Airforce fires a huge missile barrage at 
Jablow, and Shah and his men head for their mobile suits to 
get out before the roof caves in. Shah stumbles onto Sarah, 
who is still looking for the kids. They hardly get a chance 
to talk before Mirai arrives and starts blasting at Shah. 
Shah hotfoots'? away, but when Mirai questions Sarah, she 
pretends not to have seen asa _ 

Shah gets back in his 2’GoK and rejoins the battle as 
the Zion Airforce begins air aie ay all- Kinds of mobile 
suits onto Jablow. Gundam, Guntank, and Guncannon are 
launched as WB prepares to take off. The Zions manage to 
penetrate the caverns of Jablow, and Captain Uddi takes off 
in a FANFAN class hovercraft to tight then off. Amuro ees 
the red 2’Gok_ blowing up a G4 and recognizes him as shah 
immediately. The two begin fighting, but then Captain Uddi ~ 
charges in to ee (against Anuro’s warning) and is Killed 
when Shah easily bats down his craft. Amuro flies into a 
rage and hacks off one of the 2’Gok’s claws. Shah realizes 
he can’t win with half his weaponry out, and retreats, with 
Amuro in hot ele blasting anyone trying to cover Shah’ s 
escape. Shah blasts the cavern behind him, Causing @ cave-in 
which cuts off Amuro, and ape into an underground river. 

The three kids are allowed to stay on WB after Frau 
argues that they raise morale aboard ship. WB is given its 
formal orders for the offensive against Zion, and it takes 
off, with Shah not far behind. On the bridge, Amuro tells 
Bright that Shah is back on duty and back on WB’s case: 

Bright: Shah’s mobile suit? 

Amuro: Yes. There’s no mistake. 

Mirais So... 

Sleqga: Shah? The Crimson Comet? 
(sarcastic) How dreadful! 

Sarah: (whispered) My brother...
